Tuart the coal originally in the Pennsylvania anthra- 
cite fields aggregated 21,000,000,000 short tons, and in 
the bituminous fields, 112,574,000,000 short tons, leav- 
ing still in the ground -17,000,000,000 short tons of 
anthracite and about 110,000,000,000 of bituminous, is 
the estimate of the situation reported by M. R. Camp- 
bell, of the United States Geological Survey. He 
figures that at the rate of production, reached in 1907 
the available coal supply in Pennsylvania would iast 
about 490 years. 








DISPATCHES saying that the Pennsylvania, Baltimore 
& Ohio and Vanderbilt railroad interests are awaken- 
ing to the fact they are threatened with shortage of 
equipment with returning prosperity, are borne out 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. Officials 
there are predicting a car shortage by fall. They say 
that as traffic returns to former proportions it will be 
found many idle cars have not been kept in repair and 
cannot be used without being sent to the shops. The 
consequence will be a widespread shortage of cars, as 
well as other equipment. Chairman Knapp of the com- 
mission in an interview takes the view that an early 
and serious car shortage is likely. 








Unpber the caption of “Back to the Full Dinner 
Pail and Regular Dividends,” a pamphlet describing 
the present conditions of capital and labor as contrast- 
ed with those of last winter and spring was on July 20 
mailed broadcast throughout the country by the Na- 
tional Prosperity Association of St. Louis. In part 
the article says: “Thirty days after we had begun 
our work the spirit of encouragement had developed 
such strength locally that between 17,000 and 20,000 
men were present to work in the industries and com- 
mercial establishments of St. Louis and in the suburbs, 
and orders for $5,000,000 worth of goods to increase 
tocks were given. The re-employment idea proved 
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widely infectious.. Cincinnati, Cleveland, Chicago and 
many smaller places took up the proposi-ion, adopting 
dates to suit each community.” 








AT THE Pittsburg offices of the United States Steel 
Corporation, the announcement was made on July 21 
that within preceding two weeks there had been an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in the iron and steel business 
and that the mills of the corporation throughout the 
country were running 60 per cent as full as at this 
time last year. It is pointed out that 60 per cent of 
the capacity of a year ago means full capacity com- 
pared with preceding years, for last season the mills 
were running. more than one-third in excess of the 
best previous record. 








THE American Railway Association in its fort- 
nightly bulletin of July 19, makes another report on 
idle cars, which is not quite as encouraging as the last 
The surplus of idle cars on July 8 stood at 303,- 
560, which was only a decrease of 9,738 as compared 
with the number reported on June 24. 
est improvement in the car situation since the period 
closing May 13. The report, however, makes the fur- 
ther announcement that shop reports indicate an in- 
crease of 2.7 per cent in the number of bad order cars.

While the bulletins bave not previously stated the in- 
crease in bad order cars in percentages, it is clear 
that 2.7 per cent is a relatively small increase, the in- 
ference being that the railroads have begun to repair 
damaged cars much more rapidly than before.

ployes in the establishments investigated 
was I per cent greater than in 1906. The bureau in- 
vestigated the principal wage-working occupations in 
4,169 establishments, representing the principal manu- 
facturing and mechanical industries of the country 

Investigations covering the sales of 1,014 dealers 
in sixty-eight localities show that the retail prices of 
thirty principal articles of food, weighted according to 
consumption in representative workingmen’s families, 
were 4.2 per cent higher in 1907 than in 1906. As the 
advance in retail prices from 1906 to 1907 was greater 
than the advance in wages by the hour, the purchasing 
power of an hour’s wages, as measured by food, was 
slightly less in 1907 than in 1906, the decrease being 
one-half of I per cent. 

The average hourly wages in 1907 were higher than 
in any other year of the eighteen-year period from 
1890 to 1907, and more than 20 per cent higher than 
the average in any year from 1890 to 1900. As com- 
pared in each case with the average for the ten-year 
period, 1890 to 1899, the average hourly wages in 1907 
were 28.8 per cent higher, the number of. employes 
44.4 per cent greater, and the average hours of labor 
in a week 5 per cent lower. 

The average price of food in 1907 was higher than 
in any other year in the eighteen-year period. The 
average price of thirty principal articles weighted ac- 
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cording to family consumption of the various articles, 
was 20.6 per cent higher in 1907 than the average price 
for the ten years 1890-1899. Compared with the aver- 
age for the same ten-year period, the purchasing pow- 
er of an hour’s wages in 1907 was 6.8 per cent 
greater. . 

The increase in the average hourly wages in 1907 
over 1906 was quite general, occurring in forty of the 
forty-one industries investigated. The greatest: in- 
crease was in the manufacture of cotton goods, where 
the average wages by the hour in 1907 were 12.9 per 
cent higher'than in 1906. In the manufacture of paper 
and wood pulp the increase was 10.1 per cent, in eight 
other industries the increase was 5, per cent, and in 
thirty industries less than 5 per cent. In one industry, 
Bessemer steel, there was a decrease in wages of 0.9 
per cent. In the forty-one industries, weighted accord- 
ing to importance, the increase in wages by the hour 
was 3.7 per cent. 








A BILL of lading to put an end to what shippers say 
are gross frauds which make bills of lading unsafe 
instruments of credit, will be urged upon 
A the commissioners on uniform state laws 
eg when they meet in Seattle on August 20. 
The decision to have committees appear 
before the commissioners has been reached as a result 
of the announcement of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission that it had not sufficient authority to or- 
der the railroads to revise their methods of issuing 
bills of lading to meet the objections which the com- 
mercial bodies have raised. 

The tremendous volume of business transacted on 
bills of lading is apparent from figures of the year 
1907, which show that goods valued at $17,000,000,000 
were shipped on the bills in that year alone. Shippers 
believe that whatever action is taken by the commis- 
sioners will be approved by congress, as the commis- 
sioners consist of representatives from the several 
states. It is pointed out that if the abuses are not 
corrected, credits will be seriously curtailed, and; in 
consequence, all commercial interests severely handi- 
capped. 

Speaking of the bill of lading as being an instru- 
ment serving such a useful purpose, the Wall street 
Journal says: 

“Our export trade last year did not fall much below 
$2,000,000,000, the average of which would not be far from 
$40,900,000 in value a week, which represents the amount of 
bills of lading originating in the outgoing trade of the United 
States. The incoming movement from the seaboard to the 
interior would average $30,000,000 a week more, while the 
purely domestic commerce would at least be several times 
the combined value of the importing and exporting move- 
ment, all of which is kept track of through the simple device 
of the almost unnoticed bill of lading.” 








IT NOW appears certain that the railroads intend to 
advance freight rates, notwithstanding the reports 
from various railroad officials that no 

Her eon advance would likely be made this fall. 
Rates. The railroads have made the first definite 
move towards increasing rates by. filing 

with the Interstate Commerce Commission a new tariff 
for Texas territory, so that all hope on the part of 
manufacturers and shippers that the railroads would 
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recede from their position regarding an increase in 
rates, has been blighted. The new. Texas. schedule, 
which will become effective on August 10, shows a 
general advanec in joint freight rates for Texas of 
about 8 per cent, and it is expected that other schedules 
showing a similar advance will be put into force in 
other parts of the country. The new tariff has been 
issued by the Southwestern Freight Association, .and 
it will affect all joint rates into Texas on all roads 
and from all classification territories. 

The presidents of the eastern trunk lines held a 
meeting in New York on July 16, to discuss the ad- 
visability of. making a general advance in freight rates 
approximating 10 per cent.. According to a statement 
made by a president of one of the roads there is a 
wide diversion of opinion as to. the wisdom of mak- 
ing the increase. Some of the officials favor an in- 
crease while others are opposed to it, and there are 
others who would adopt the other alternative, of re- 
ducing wages 10 per cent, 

The main contention of railroad managers in sup- 
port of the proposed advance has been that the steel 
interests were following an unprecedented policy of 
maintaining prices for steel during a post-panic period, 
because in all previous periods of this kind reductions 
in prices acted as a stimulant to business recovery. 
Now, however, since steel prices have gone down, 
that argument has been given a severe jolt, and pro- 
testing shippers are now provided with fresh ammuni- 
tion to fight the proposed advance. That any at- 
tempt on the part of the railroads to put into force a 
schedule providing for a general increase in rates 
will be strongly resisted by shippers is evident from 
the fact that manufacturers and shippers throughout 
the country have assumed and are still assuming a 
belligerent attitude toward such a course. The mo- 
ment that the advance is put into effect the various 
commercial and shipping organizations throughout the 
country will ask the Interstafe Commerce Commission 
to declare the increase discriminating and unjust. This 


action would probably be !resorted to immediately 


were it not for the fact that the commission has no 
power to act until the increase really goes into effect. 
The commission, furthermore, is denied the power of 
injunction. 

It is possible that a commission similar to the anth- 
racite coal strike commission appointed in 1902 by 
President Roosevelt to settle the difficulties between 
mine owners and striking mine workers in the anthra- 
cite coal fields, may be asked for to take up the ques- 
tion at issue. Senior vice-president W. C. Brown of 
the New York Central lines, is credited with saying 
that that system would not be averse to the appoint- 
ment of such a commission either before or after the 
increased rates go into effect, provided the Interstate 
Commerce Commission did not care to take up con- 
sideration of the question before the proposed action 
taken by the roads. Whether such a commission to 
settle the rate dispute would be acceptable to all trunk 
line railroads is not known, as the proposition has not 
been submitted to them. Neither is it known from 
which side the request for the appointment of such a 
commission would come in the event of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission refusing to consider the ques- 
tion before the rates go into effect.

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BLOWING OUT A BLAST FURNACE. 





When the average stock trader reads on the ticker 
that the Steel Corporation is “blowing-out” stacks, 
he expects to see a little weakness in the industrial 
list; but the news carries very little meaning beyond 
this point. The fact is, however, that a “blow-out” 
is equivalent in the iron trade to a capital operation 
in a hospital. It is the last resort—necessary, but 
none the less a disaster and a costly remedy in all 
ways. It means idleness for an expensive plant, loss 
of product, loss of interest on a big investment, and 
a large expenditure of money when the time comes 
for resumption. 

For example: Here is a furnace representing a 
total investment of about $350,000, capable of pro- 
ducing 300 to 400 tons of pig-iron a day. The lining 
of the stack cost two months’ labor and $60,000 or 
more to put in place. Under ordinary conditions it 
ought to last more than four years. The furnace 
has been in blast for two years when suddenly a squall 
blows up and the pig-iron market collapses.. It is evi- 
dent to the ironmaster that there will be a prolonged 
period of stagnation in the trade, that the stocks of 
pig-iron are excessive and that a curtailment of out- 
put is necessary, but he hesitates to take the radical 
steps necessary to effect a cure. He hopes that the 
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little furnaces will stop producing, that his large com- 
petitors will bank their furnaces—anything to spare 
him the sacrifice of ‘“blowing-out.” 

At last he issues the order, the charging gang stops 
work, the skip hoist is silent. Gradually the hot blast 
eats up the charge in the stack, and the last of the iron 
flows from the casting notch. The furnace is “dead” 
—blown-out. In a few weeks it will be stone cold. 

After a period of stagnation signs of recovery are 
seen. Iron stocks are low. Inquiry is active. Buyers 
are compelled to bid up for deliveries of pig. The 
railways are in need of car wheels, brake shoes, steel 
rails, and car bodies. Billets are wanted for the fin- 
ishing mills. Everything indicates a period of large 
consumption at good prices. Resumption is a matter 
of urgent importance. 

The furnace superintendent examines the stack. 
The lining of silica brick and refractory clay blocks— 
like Moses’ coat in the story—is much too good to 
throw away, but not good enough for a full term of 
service. To reline means a waste of say $30,000 now ; 
not to reline probably will mean a compulsory “blow- 
out” two years hence, perhaps at a time when idleness 
will mean loss of profits and diversion of trade. Be- 
tween the two evils the manager chooses the former. 
The half-worn lining is torn out, $30,000 is thrown 
into the scrap, and $60,000 is taken out of the repair 
fund to buy and install new refractories, tuyeres, and 
hearth gear. Two months later the stack is ready for 
warming up. 

This is an expensive process, too. The stack is 
filled up with a blank charge of timber, coke, charcoal 
and stock, and the blast is turned on very gradually 
to give the big structure a chance to expand, or con- 
tract, and to settle down to the business of making pig 
iron. Very likely this part of the process will cost 
$5,000. Gradually ore and limestone are added to the 
charge, and the laboratory chemists are working over- 
time in their efforts to bring the iron up to grade. It 
may be a month before the stack can be made to turn 
out a uniform quality of pig. Finally the loss stops 
and the stack begins to earn profits. 

It will be seen from this brief summing up of the 
matter that a situation is rather serious when the sus- 
pension and “blowing-out” of 50 to 60 per cent of the 
blast furnace capacity of the country is necessary. 
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RUST PREVENTION. 





A. process for protecting iron and steel from rust 
has been invented and patented by Mr. T. W. Coslett, 
of Temple Row, Birmingham, England. This con- 
sists in immersing the article in a hot phosphorised 
solution containing an iron compound. The surface of 
the iron is converted into a mixture of ferrous and 
ferric phosphates, and presents a pleasing dull-black 
appearance. This process makes the iron highly re- 
sistant to corrosion, and is being applied to all kinds 
of light engineering work, such as cycle frames, gun 
barrels, stampings, and press work.

GUESSING CONTESTS BRING RESULTS.

Believing that some of your readers may be inter- 
ested in the subject of guessing contests, I wish to say 
that I have conducted a number of such contests with 
good results, all of them having been original. In 
other words, my methods of advertising are some-

wagon-wheel spokes, and the rails resting thereon of 
barn-door track.

The bell on the lo- 
comotive was an ordinary desk-bell. A water filter 
was employed to represent the air-pump. A large 
roast pan filled with charcoal, represented the tender, 
the trucks of the tender and of the flat cars being 
barn-door double wheel ‘rollers. Warming ovens of 


what different from those of other people. In all of 
my guessing contests | make everything absolutely 
free. People do not have to buy or pay anything for 
the privilege of guessing, and I always pay cash, vary- 
ing in amounts according to the size of the town; all 
the way from $10 to $50, divided in from two to four 
prizes. : 

In my stove-guessing contest I gave $50 in gold; 
$20 to the one that made the nearest guess; $15 for 
the second prize; $10 for the third prize, and $5 for 
the fourth prize. In case of a tie the money is divid- 
ed equally. The $50 was divided between ten people. 
We received over 5,000 guesses and no one made the 
exact. guess. We had 489 stoves, two people guessing 
490 and of course getting $10 each. 

We have just closed a guessing contest on an eight- 
day clock. We wound the clock on July 2 at 7 a.m. 
and gave cash prizes the same as on the stoves, to the 
persons guessing the nearest to the hour and minute 
at which the clock would stop; not how many days 
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nor how many hours it would run, but on the hour 
and minute at which it would stop. 

We received in the neighborhood of 3,000 guesses 
and would have received as many more as that if we 
had known the clock was going to run as long as it 
did. We supposed the clock would stop about the 
eighth day, but. it ran for 16 days, 4 hours and 47% 
minutes, stopping at 11:47 a. m. on July 18. 

Now as to whether these guessing contests bring 
good results. I purchased this store on May 4, and I 
have doubled the trade twice since I have taken hold 
of it. Topeka is a city of 50,000, and I can go in any 
part of the city where I am not known and tell them 
my name is Wheeler. They will say: “You are the 
hardwareman who is running the guessing contests.”

When he is dealing with a man who is his equal in 
rank or above him, the frank admission of a lack of 
knowledge of any given subject often gives a favor- 
able impression, and is a greater help than any evasive 
reply or assumption of knowledge, but there is some- 
thing in the nature of every boy in the world—be he 
5 or 50—which demands an air of superiority and 
confidence in the man at the head. ; 

This does not mean that a “know it all” air or 
bragging and boasting will carry a man through— 
subordinates are quick to see these evidences. of a 
shallow mind and rank the boss accordingly—but the 
confidence that is born of an actual knowledge of 
his business and a full appreciation of the value of 
that knowledge never fails to inspire respect in the 
men who receive orders. 

Special emphasis should be placed upon the appre- 
ciation of the value of this knowledge, for in that lies 
the greatest power. 

It sometimes is a question whether the man with 
limited knowledge and much decision and tact is not 
better qualified to handle other men than the one who 
knows every detail of the work he wants accom- 
plished but still lacks these other important qualifica- 
tions. 

As an illustration we might cite the case of a man 
who for many years was at the head of the agency 
force of one of the largest life insurance companies 
in the world and yet only had a general knowledge of 
insurance. He had a great insurance library behind 
him and when his agents came to him with a thou- 
sand and one questions concerning the limitless sub- 
jects of insurance he had a way of saying: “You 
will find that in volume 3 of the New York report 
of ’98” or, “Sorry I haven’t time to go into that in 
detail with you just now. I can explain it to you in 
five minutes when I have time, but I have an im- 
portant appointment, Come in about 4 o’clock and I 
will take it up in detail with you.” 

It was done in a confident way that allowed no sus- 
picion to enter the mind of the agent that the manager 
was as much at sea concerning the question as was 
he himself. 

This man’s ten-year record as director of agents 
was a matter of pride with his company and when he 
made a change it was after many flattering offers had 
been declined. His immediate successor was a man 
who knew insurance as thoroughly as any man in 
the country. He knew it from the standpoint of the 
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actuary, from the side of the agent, and every phase 
of the policy holders’ interest in it he had studied 
carefully ; yet his hold on the agency force was feeble. 

He was never positive about anything. He “guessed” 
or “supposed” or “thought it might be,” and often 
told them flatly “I do not know.” He does not know 
to-day why the agency force fell off, why the record 
was lowered, why his best men made contracts else- 
where, or why his position lasted just one year. His 
knowledge of the insurance business was worth ten 
times that of his predecessor, but his lack of assur- 
ance, of confidence and decision, injured him far more 
than the superior knowledge helped him. 

There is one type of boss who is exasperating in 
the extreme and who gets only half returns from his 
help—the one who expects his employes to be mind 
readers. He formulates a plan for the work in hand, 
whatever it may be, and makes up his own mind ab- 
solutely as to how it must be done. This arranged 
to his own satisfaction he proceeds to give orders. 
It is all so clear in his own mind that he forgets to 
give the details to the people who are to do the actual 
work. The result is that when they go about it they 
work out the details for themselves, consuming much 
time in this way that could be used to better advan- 
tage, and invariably their solution of the difficulties 
in the case is at odds with his and the whole thing 
has to be done a second time. Clear-cut directions 
would have saved just half the time. 

The forceful man at the head of affairs is a man of 
system. He makes blue prints of his plans, gives di- 
rections and instructions clearly, and then sees that 
they are followed to the letter. This applies to any 
man who has from one to a thousand or more under 
his direction. The business man who wants to dic- 
tate a letter to his stenographer should decide first of 
all what he wants to say, next how he wants to say it, 
and then he should discharge the stenographer who 
failed to write it as dictated. 

Many an office has gone to pieces for a whole day 
simply because “the boss” has failed to give his orders 
clearly, and then gone into a fit of anger when he 
found that things did not go as he expected. 

A conversation overheard on the “L” a few nights 
ago sums the matter up pretty well. 

“He’s a crank, but I always liked to work for him,” 
said Number One. 

“Yes,” replied the other, “no trouble to get along 
with him when once you understand him. He knows 
how he wants things done and all you have to do is 
to do as he tells you. He never has any kick coming 
if you follow his instructions. And if you don’t you 
might as well quit before he fires you. 

“After all, it’s enough sight easier to work for a 
crank that knows what he wants than to try to work 
for a fellow that expects you to be a good guesser 
and then raises Cain because you didn’t guess right.” 

And there is the whole story from the worker’s 
standpoint.

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WARM AIR HEATING. 





BY E. H. ROBERTS. 


The following paper was read by Mr. E. H. Roberts, 
of the Roberts Heating and Ventilating Co. of Minne- 
apolis, at a meeting of the Midland Club, held in Chi- 
cago on July I. 

There is no denying the fact that in many, if not in most 
parts of the country, a strong prejudice exists against warm- 
air heating. It is chaimed by many that furnaces are dusty 
and dirty; that they will not heat the sides of buildings most 
exposed to the winds; that they are extravagant in fuel, 
short-lived, and at best a temporary expedient excusable only 
on the ground of the owner’s inability to afford anything 
better. This attitude of the public mind toward warm-air 
heating might, in a measure, be explained as a result of clever 
advertising on the part of the boiler manufacturers, but the 
fundamental trouble is that a great many furnaces do smoke, 
give off gas and throw dust into the rooms, and burn double 
the fuel they should; in fact, they act precisely as the ene- 
mies of warm-air heating claim all furnaces do. How is it 
possible to convince a community that furnace heat is su- 
perior to all other kinds, when riearly every furnace in the 
neighborhood is a striking example of how successful a 
warm-air furnace may be for cold storage purposes? 

Now I need not waste-time in trying to convince you that 
the failures of most warm-air furnaces are not due to de- 
fects in construction or to any inherent weakness in the sys- 
tem of warm-air heating. Every man here has probably 
known instance after instance where his furnaces have been 
condemned, and possibly thrown out, simply as a result of 
ignorance or carelessness on the part of the workmen who 
installed them. You, as manufacturers, may disclaim any re- 
sponsibility for the blunders of the men who place your ap- 
paratus, but you cannot escape the consequences, and in my 
opinion if warm-air heating is to be restored to its rightful 
position as the most economical, satisfactory and sanitary 
system of heating for residences of average size and for 
many kinds of public buildings, something must be done to 
enlighten the furnace dealers of the country regarding the 
essential requirements for successful installation. I do not 
mean by this that absolute rules can be laid down that will 
enable any man of average intelligence to install any kind of 
a warm-air plant in any sort of building. The fact is, that 
in order to determine the most economical and feasible 
method of installing a warm-air plant, it is necessary first 
to make a careful study of the building to be heated, taking 
all the conditions into consideration. 

There are, of course, certain rules which may help in 
a general way to prevent the most disastrous mistakes, and 
yet nowhere is the old saw, that a little knowledge is a dan- 
gerous thing, more apparent than in the realm of warm-air 
heating. Even the proper size of the furnace depends so 
much upon the character of the building, the air supply, the 
arrangement of the warm-air connections, the climate, winds, 
etc., as well as on the construction of the furnace itself, that 
it would be exceedingly difficult, if not impossible, to devise 
any general rule along this line that would not be more likely 
to make trouble than to prevent it. Again there is the ques- 
tion of the air supply, on which it would be hard for furnace 
men to agree. In the south, east and extreme west outside 
air seems to be quite satisfactory, while in the north and 
middle west, practical experience has shown that it is im- 
possible to secure satisfactory results or a reasonable econ- 
omy of fuel without using inside air circulation, and is it 
not ridiculous to expect a warm-air furnace to continuously 
raise the temperature of the air from 30-or 40 degrees. below 
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zero to 70 degrees above with no more fuel than would be 
required for a hot-water plant in the same building that 
simply maintains a 70-degree temperature without any change 
of.air? And yet there -is perhaps no one thing that has led 
to more furnace failures than the use of inside air for cold 
air supply. In the first place, the amount of inside air sup- 
plied to the furnace is almost always inadequate. Often- 
times I have seen furnaces with warm-air outlets, aggre- 
gating 500 to 600 square inches, supplied with only one or two 
hundred inches of cold air and even this miserable allowance 
so retarded by circuitous windings that it had apparently be- 
come discouraged and given up as futile the attempt to reach 
its destination. 

If my time and your patience were inexhaustible I would 
be glad of this opportunity to mention more of the causes 
for failurés in warm-air heating that have come to my notice; 
and I would also like to outline some of the points which I 
have found essential to success; for instance, an arrangement 
of the cold air returns for residence work that will satisfy 
the owners, and at the same time secure the best results like- 
wise, the advantage of using a single basement pipe to heat 
two or more rooms, and the best method of using outside air 
in conjunction with the inside cold air supply, etc. I would 
like to divide the subject of warm-air heating and discuss 
separately the best methods for heating the various kinds of 
buildings. And right here it might not be out of place to 
say that in my opinion there is no class of buildings where 
superiority of warm-air heat can be more clearly demon- 
strated than in-school houses of from four to six rooms, 
and with fan systems in similar buildings of from six to ten 
rooms; nevertheless, school heating with warm-air furnaces 
has even a less enviable record than furnace heating in resi- 
dences. But for the school-house failures, the architects are 
more often at fault than the dealers, for frequently with no 
practical knowledge of warm-air héating or ventilation, they 
insist upon embodying the heating and ventilating systems 
in their plans and some of their. lay-outs, as you know, are 
so impracticable as to be positively ridiculous. 

Now I am a believer in advertising and realize that “the 
man who whispers down a well about the goods he has to 
sell, won’t reap the shining silver dollars, like he who climbs 
a tree and hollers.” But to be permanently successful, adver- 
tising must have back of it something more than plausible 
ideas, and if this campaign of advertising which I understand 
has been proposed is to bring returns which are commensu- 
rate with its cost, furnace manufacturers must see to it that 
their apparatus is so installed that it will give complete sat- 
isfaction. . It is all very well to dwell on the fresh-air fea- 
tures of furnace heating and to call attention to the fact that 
in the state of New York alone fifty regiments of men, 
women and children go down to death every year as the 
direct result of lack of ventilation in homes and public build- 
ings: you may prove beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
fresh air will do more to aid digestion than all the remedies 
in the materia medica and that it is a greater tonic than all 
the millions of bottles of patent nostrums that are consumed 
each year by a credulous and ailing public at a dollar a bottle. 
But the warm-air furnace which you advertise must do sat- 
isfactorily and economically the work for which it was pri- 
marily intended, or an unappreciative public will surely insist 
upon having something else that does, and no amount of 
advertising on your part will avert this inevitable conse- 
quence. 

Some one, I believe it was Socrates, once made the re- 
mark that against ignorance and prejudice even the gods are 
powerless. Undeniably, furnace manufacturers are up against 
both these conditions, for dealers and architects generally are 
ignorant of the most essential features of warm-air heating, 
and the public in many localities prejudiced against 
warm-air furnaces; but where the gods of the ancients are 
reported to have failed, I believe we may reasonably hope 
for eventual success if we persistently and consistently pur- 
sue a campaign of education for dealers and architects alike, 
and by actual demonstration as well as argument convince 
the public that warm-air heat is the most logical, practical 
and satisfactory system for heating homes and many kinds of 


public buildings.

We take pleasure in publishing the following solu- 
tion to the problem submitted by Mr. Benedict J. Rey- 
nolds, 267 19th street, Brooklyn, N. Y. Mr. Reynolds 
terms it a transition from round horizontal base to 
round top. 





Taking the measurements given, draw an outline of 
the side. elevation represented by Figs. 1 and 2. Be- 
low it draw plan and profile (Fig. 3). Divide half of 
the I-inch circle at the top of the front elevation (Fig. 
1) into six equal spaces, and draw horizontal dotted

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lines from the division points in the half-circle in Fig. 
1,, to the side elevation (Fig. 2). Divide the 2%- 
inch circle of plan in Fig. 3 into 6 equal spaces, and 
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divide a portion of the profile (Fig. 3) into three equal 
spaces as shown. Draw dotted lines from the division 
points in the profile (Fig. 3) to plan, intersecting half 
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of the 2%-inch circle. Step off the slant heights as 
shown in the triangles in Fig. 4. Step off the distance 
1 to 1 in Fig. 4. This distance is obtained from the 
front elevation in Fig. 1, from X to 1. Step off the 
distance I to 2 from profile to plan in Fig. 3, 2 to 2 
solid, 2 to 3 dotted, 3 to 3 solid, 3 to 4 dotted, 4 to 4, 
4 to 5,5 to 5,5 to6,6to6,6to7,and7to7. Step 
off the height that you want the pattern to be on the 
triangles in Fig. 4. All the heights 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
in Fig. 4 are obtained from Fig. 2—1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7. 
When you have that height on the triangles, step off 
the dotted and solid lines as mentioned. The distance 
7 to 7 solid on the triangles in Fig. 4 is obtained from 
the distance 7 to 7 of plan in Fig. 3, likewise the dist- 
ance 6 to 6, 5 to 5, etc. Take the dotted lines and do 
the same thing as has already been done. When you 
have all the triangles the pattern is ready for develop- 
ment. The half pattern is shown in Fig. 5.

THE LISK MFG. CO. DECLARED INSOLVENT. 








The Lisk Mfg. Co. of Canandaigua, N. Y., manu- 
facturers of enamel ware, has been declared insolvent 
by Judge Hazel of the United States District Court, 
the claims of creditors amounting to over $1,200,000, 
it is said. Since December, 1907, receivers have been 
in possession of the company’s property at Canandai- 
gua and have been carrying on the business. A 
bankruptcy trustee will be appointed by the creditors 
to act with the receivers in handling the company’s 
affairs, 
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All of the many creditors of the Lisk Mfg. Co., 
which has a capital stock of $1,000,000, were not 
in favor of the concern being adjudged insolvent. 
After the petition had been filed creditors holding 
claims amounting to $450,000 intervened, asking that 
no such adjudication be made and that the receivers 
appointed immediately after the filing of the petition 
be allowed to carry on the business of the concern. 
These creditors were of the opinion that in this man- 
ner better results could be realized on the claims of 
creditors than otherwise. Another set of creditors, 
representing $750,000 in claims, then made interven- 
tion, backing up the petitioning creditors in asking 
for the company’s adjudication as a bankrupt.

IRON OR ZINC ROOFING IN PERU. 





Consul Charles C. Eberhardt, writing from Iquitos, 
tells of the demand for roofing in that section of Peru, 
and of the disadvantages Americans labor under be- 
cause of higher freight rates on the steamship lines: 

I have the honor to submit herewith certain data 
which I have collected relative to the amount of gal- 
vanized iron or zinc roofing imported into this section 
of Peru. The field for the introduction and extension 
of sales of this line of goods is an exceptional one, 
rendered so by Iquitos’s importance as a trading cen 
ter and her steady growth, which promises to be con- 
tinuous because of her position as the shipping port 
for western Peru. One of the foremost contractors 
here estimates that this growth is going on at the rate 
of ten houses per month, counting, of course, the rude 
hut of the laborer as well as the home and business 
house of the merchant, and it is safe to say that this 
roofing is being used on eight out of every ten of 
these buildings, as well as for fencing and other pur- 
poses. Its comparative cheapness and the ease with 
which it is placed in position make the question of its 
introduction and adoption an easy one, the thatched 
roof used for centuries as a covering for the primi- 
tive hut in these regions and the tiling introduced by 
the white man alike giving way to it. 

A study of the manifests of the shipping company 
shows a steady increase in the imports of this article, 
there having been scarcely a month during 1906 in 
which the shipments did not exceed those-of the corre: 
sponding month of the preceding year, while the rec- 
ords for the first six months of 1907 show a corre- 
sponding increase over 1906. The total shipments for 
the calendar years of 1905 and 1906, all of which came 
from England, were as follows: 1905, 259,179 kilos 
or 259 metric tons and 179 kilos; 1906, 306,840 kilos 
or 306 metric tons and 840 kilos. The rate of increase 
may be seen to be nearly 12 per cent, and even with 
this increase the supply has never equaled the demand. 
Ten sheets cleated together, with thick paper placed 
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between each sheet, is the usual method of shipment, 
and the sizes are 2% by 6 feet and 3 by 7 feet, though 
the latter dimensions, weighing about 15 pounds, are 
much the more commonly used. The cost to the local 
merchant is £14 sterling ($68.18 United States cur- 
rency) per metric ton, original charge, to which, 
freight at the rate of 78 shillings ($19 United States 
curreney) per ton, plus 10 per cent, is added. There 
are, of course, the freight rates from England, from 
which country all shipments of this article have been 
made for the past two years. Generally speaking, 
American shippers are charged about 10 per cent more 
freight than their European competitors on the same 
articles. If our houses at home can overcome this 
difference in freight and compete in quality and price 
as well with the English firms there seems no reason 
why we should not share in a large measure the trade 
in this article which is now completely monopolized 
by England. 

In this connection it might be well to call the atten- 
tion of our manufacturers of other kinds of roofing 
to the opportunity for introducing their goods also into 
this territory. As above mentioned, the metal roofing 
is making rapid strides in this country and there is 
abundant opportunity in that line, yet it cannot be 
said to be the ideal roofing for this climate. In fact, 
the question of prohibiting its use on buildings in 
Iquiios because of its heat-attracting qualities has been 
seriously discussed at meetings of the city authorities, 
but until some reliable substitute can be found no 
such measures can be adopted. Experiments have 
already been made with roofings of European manu- 
facture, but so far without any great success. It is 
therefore suggested that our own manufacturers of 
such goods who wish to extend their sales send cata- 
logues (in Spanish, if possible) to any or all of the 
merchants whose names were transmitted with my 
unnumbered report of March 28, 1907. It must be 
borne in mind that the test will be a severe one; for 
the roofing, which must of course be made of such ma- 
terial as will attract less heat than the galvanized iron, 
must also have durability enough to resist the ravages 
of alternating excessive heat and excessive rains, both 
of which often oceur several times during a day. The 
effort seems well worth the while, however, and it 
looks as if a fortune were awaiting the company or 
individual that can furnish to tropical South America 
a roofing that can compete in price and durability with 
the galvanized roofing, now coming so generally into 
favor in this district.

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HARDWARE. 

The hardware market at present presents a more 
cheerful appearance than is‘ usual at this season -of 
the year. Conditions in the East have improved to a 
very appreciable extent and the recovery from de- 
pression’ has set in in earnest. The condition of the 
market in the West and Northwest is regarded by both 
jobbers and retailers as being very satisfactory. In- 
dications are pointing to a further enlargement. of the 
output of the mills in some lines within a short time, 
owing to the fact that stocks in’the hands of retailers 
and jobbers are so depleted that they will be forced 
to replace broken lines before the fall trade sets in. 
Jobbers and retailers realize that in view of, the ap- 
proaching heavy business of the fall they cannot afford 
to be caught with low stocks. 

The demand for wire nails since the henidedion of 
the month has been far above the expectations of 
manufacturers, and there is apparently no end im sight 
yet. Mills are running to a good percentage of their 
capacity, and it is expected that they will run at about 
the present rate throughout the summer on accumu- 
lated orders. Prices are well maintained, and conces- 
sions are unheard of either by manufacturers or job- 
bers. Cut nails are quiet and continue to show little 
activity. There is a little better demand for steel cut 
nails, which is evidenced by increased activity on the 
part of manufacturers of this product. The barb wire 
trade continues to diminish with the latenéss of the 
season. Smooth wire orders continue to shrink, al- 
though there is a fair volume of small orders coming 
into the mills. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the.mill for full car- 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than carloads.and $2.40 
out of store, The base price of cut nails at the mill is 
$1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for full car- 
loads at the mill, $1.95 for less than carloads at the mill 
and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted at 
$2.13; painted barb wire, $2.28; galvanized barb wire, 
$2.58; smooth annealed wire, $1.98; smooth galvan- 
ized wire, $2.28; galvanized staples, $2.53; polished 
staples, $2,23. Quotations to retailers in car lots are 
5 cents higher and in less than car lots 15 cents higher. 
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TIN PLATE. 


The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. have closed 
during the past week 55 hot mills in four tin plate 
plants, on account of the hot mills having got ahead 
of the finishing departments. It is believed that one 
week will enable the tin house departments to work 
off the accumulation, so that the hot mills can be 
started again. This leaves the leading interest in the 
tin plate industry operating 158 hot mil!s this week 
against 213 last week, while the tin house operations 
are unchanged. The independent tin mills are all 
running. Galvanized plates are in good request, but 
black plates are still a little slow. Prices are $3.89 for

COPPER. 

While the market for ingot copper is quiet, it is very 
firm and prices are on the same basis as a week ago. 
Lake brands are quoted at 12.80@13¢, with electrolytic 
at 12.75@12.85 and casting brands at 12.60@12.65. 
Quite liberal sales of Lake copper have been made at 
13¢, though outside of the Calumet & Hecla it is doubt- 
ful if any sales have been made at that figure for less 
than 30'days’ time. The copper market is in that con- 
dition where it would take only a moderate increase 
in the buying force to force up prices, and predictions 
are being freely made of such a result happening at an 
early date. The Calumet & Hecla is reported to have 
sold its product for July and August, and this fact will 
have an important bearing on prices, as it will make it 
easier for other producers to get their full asking 
prices, now that the Calumet & Hecla is temporarily 
out of the market. “The London market has shown 
considerable strength during the past week, though 
prices show a net advance for the week of only 7s 6d 
on both spot and futures. Sheet copper is steady and 
unchanged at 17c base. Yellow metal is unchanged 
at 16c for dimensions, 14c for sheathing and sheathing 
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nails, 15¢ for slating nails and 16c for keel and stem 
metal.

FINISHED STEEL. 

There appears to be no doubt that there is really a 
better demand for all kinds of finished steel, but espe- 
cially for bars and structural material. Since the re- 
cent cut in bars to 1.40¢ at mill, there has been a heavy 
tonnage, and -thete is now a good volume.of business 
under contract. Specifications are also fairly liberal 
and the situation ‘is said to be satisfactory to the steel 
makers. 


PIG IRON. 

There is very little change to note in pig iron, the 
market being still quiet, especially throughout the 
manufacturing centers of New England. There is a 
moderate amount of inquiry, but as a general thing 
the large buyers have filled up their needs, temporarily, 
at least. Recent sales have been for delivery during 
the last half of the year, though something has been 
done for delivery in the fourth quarter. There is very 
little inquiry for iron to be delivered in 1909, the fur- 
naces discouraging purchases for such deliveries, as 
they are not ready for their output at current prices. 
At the same time, buyers are showing comparatively 
little interest in the distant months, as most of their 
purchases are to cover orders actually received. There 
appears to be a constant improvement in the condi- 
tions governing the iron trade, notwithstanding the 
present temporary quietness. Stocks are very much 
reduced, and buyers are disposed to place their orders 
freely when they need the iron. The market appears to 
be in a healthy position, with the inquiry for iron 
likely to improve as soon as consumers find their needs 
increase. The consumption of pig iron for the first six 
months of 1908 is estimated at approximately 6,000,- 
000 tons, as compared with a consumption of 12,742,- 
000 tons for the same period in 1907. There has been 
a slight softening of values in the Alabama market, 
and while a few furnaces are still holding firm at 
$12.50, the bulk of the sellers are asking $12, and a 
few are willing to book orders at $11.50 f. o. b. Bir- 
mingham. One or two leading makers are out of the 


market altogether.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: “The gradual improvement which has been noted 
from week to week has been well! sustained and gives every - 
indication of further improvement. From now until the 
middle of August is, under normal conditions, the dullest 
period in the iron and steel trade and is always to be reck- 
oned on as such. Comparing with normal times, present ac- 
tivity is somewhat less than usual, but looking back over’ the 
last nine months it is the best we have had and, being such a 
period of the year, this is all to be taken into consideration 
“The peculiar feature of the market in general is the 
varying percentages of operation among metal manufactur- 
ing concerns. This will run from one-tenth of normal to 
night and day shifts through a varying scale and shows that 
buying in certain lines is unusually heavy, whereas in others 
it is almost entirely, if not quite, down and out. 
in guost of the classes of manufacture during the last six 
weeks have been substantial and at the present time perhaps 
the busiest are the plate and structural shape makers. 
“Necessity facing the railroads for handling fall business 
in many lines, it is expected will shortly bring about a better 
condition among the malleable companies, and with this class

“The jabor troubles in the Birmingham district have so 
far not affected the operation of furnaces at that point and 
the furnace stocks are being decreased daily by the large de- 
mands made upon them by melters. Forge irons are’ in 
strong demand and a considerable tonnage of these has been 
sold, particularly in the east. 

“The coke market is in good shape. Sales of foundry 
coke are being made, but in no great tonnage. Furnace coke 
is active, especially in the Virginia and West Virginia fields.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “The strike of the coal miners in Alabama is se- 
rious and it is embarrassing the Birmingham furnaces in their 
operations. If this strike is long continued it is bound to 
materially affect the southern situation. It looks to us as if 
the output of iron in Alabama were certain to be curtailed 
The operators have decided to make no concessions. There 
are no serious questions of wages or hours involved—the 
whole issue is union or non-union mines. 

“It is a fact that at the present time there are less stocks 
in consumers’ hands than has been the case for years. This 
applies not only to pig iron but to finished goods as well. 
Jobbers and wholesale and retail handlers of iron products 
running along in a hand-to-mouth way. * There are very 


are 
few foundrymen who have any iron ahead. Most of them 
are depending on daily shipments to keep going. This shows 
not only the conservative lines on which business is being run, 


but also indicates that when trade revives there will be a good 
many large holes to be filled up, so to speak. 

“There is nothing sensational to report in the way of 
new business this week. Buying has not been on a large 
scale, but the market is not dead by any means. It is going 
along in‘a jog trot style. And there is more and more in- 
quiry. During the week some fair-sized lots of southern iron 
have been sold to pipe makers. Then there has been a good 
call for basic and malleable. Foundry iron has been movy- 
ing in lots from a carload up to 500 tons. There seems to 
be more activity among the car builders as several good in- 
quiries have recently come from them.”
